$35,000 to New Pil- 
grim Church. 








STRUCTURE IS ASSURED 





Officers Elected and Reports. 
Read at Annual Congre- 
gational Dinner. 


Mrs. Lemira W. Kehlor of 6 Vande- 
venter place will build the tower of the 
new Pilgrim Cengregational Church at 
Union boulevard and Kensington ave- 
nue, as a memorial to her late husband, 
J. B. M. Kéhlor. Her promise of $35,000 
for this purpose was read to 30 mem- 
bers-of the church at the annual dinner 
Wednesday night in the chapel of the old 
church on, Ewing avenue. Hearty cheers 
greeted the reading of her brief letter 
by Rev. Dr. Charles 8. Mills, pastor of 
the church. 

The gift, the largest thus far pledged 
to the church building fund, is con- 
ditioned on the raising of the entire sum 
required to build the church without 
incumbrance. The report read by Ho- 
bart Brinsmade, chairman of the Build- 
ing Committee, encouraged the mem- 
bers present at the dinner to believe 
that the necessary sum, estimated be- 
tween $185,000 and $190,000, is assured. 
Including Mrs. Kehlor’s pledge and the 
estimated value of the present church 
property, the fund. is within $28,000 of 
completion. 

The congregation hopes to occupy the 
new church by Easter Sunday, 1907. The 
tower will be a commanding feature of 
Cabanne landscape. It will be 180 feet 
high and 24 feet 6 inches wide at the 
base. It will contain the chimes which 
have tmnade the old church building fa- 
mous, and the clock which for a genera- 
tion past has struck the quarter hours 
for dwellers in a wide neighborhood | 
about Washington and Ewing avenues. 

Mrs. Kehlor’s husband, who died more 
than two years ago, was president of. 
the Kehlor Milling Co. His estate, ‘which - 
exceeded $1,100,000, was divided between .

GIPSY TRIBE 
BURIES KING 


Costellos From All Over the 
United States Attend F'u- 
neral in Newark. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEPWARK,-N. J., Feb. 1—Members of 
the Costello tribe of gypsies to the num- 
ber of 4 from all parts of the 
country over which they are scattered— 
even as far west as the Pacific Coast— 
paid a last tribute this morning to their 
dead king, Thomasa Costello, who died 
-in the City Hospital. 

The body of the dead king, reposing in 
a handsome steel-colored casket, was 
borne by his immediate subordinates in 
command of the tribe, among them be- 
ing his twe brothers, John Costello of 
San Francisco, Cal., and William Cos- 
tello of Louisville, Ky. 

As soon as the death of the king was 
announced messages summoning the 
Costellos to the burial of their dead 
ruler were sent out by Mrs. John Smith, 
his sister, Until every member appeared 
the funeral services were halted. 

Just before the lid of the casket was 
put in: position, hiding forever the coun- 
tenance of the dead ruler, all the gyp- 
sies knelt in silent prayer for several 
minutes. 

There .were no gypsy services at the 
cemetery, but despite the muddy con- 
dition of the ground about them, the 
members of the tribe again knelt in si- 
lent prayer for a considerable time. 

If the successor to the dead king was 
of age at the present time ceremonies 
installing him as the new king would be 
held upon the return of the mourners 
from the cemetery, but as the heir ap- 
parent, Bdward Costello, the only son of 
the deceased, is but 3 years old, a regent 
will be appointed to rule until he be- 
comes of age.

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Trick Was to Buy Cheap 
Smoke, Then Lean on 
the Counter. 


The tearful pleadings of a young mar- 
fied man whom he had caught in the 
act of stealing cigars caused Henry O. 
A. Muegel,; druggist of Grand and Paik 
Avenuties, to release the man, even afte 
“he had Caused his arrest, and when the 
police wagun was standing at the doo! 
Waiting to take him to Magnolia Ave- 
nue Police Station. 

So affected was Mr. Huegel by the 
pleadings of the man, on account of his 
baby and sick wife, who is in a hospi- 
tai, that he will not reveal his name, 

y although he has ordered him never to 
‘enter his store again. ; 

For a week or more Mr. Huegel had 
been missing cigars of the better grades 
from his casé. Heé finally suspected a 

young man who became a patron’ soon 
after he opened his store last July. This 
‘man was in the habit.of entering the 
store at 6 o'clock every morning. He 
would purchase a five-cent cigar and 
then stand or lean on the counter for 
‘ten or fifteen minutes reading a news- 
paper.

The 
newspaper must then assume the func- 
tion of public inquisitor, public pros- 
eculor, 

“It may take a long 
cost a large Sum ‘of money to dig out 
he facts, to run down clews, to search 
the records, when the facts are obtained 
they must be interpreted, and the is- 
sues which they present defined. The 
public must be sO aroused ‘to their 
meal ling and“ menace that effective ac- 
tion in the courts or at the polls. wiil 
be secured.. The newspaper may even 
go bevond this, and conduct not only 
a campaign of education, but actually 
organize a political or legislative cam- 
paign., 

The speaker gave at length two con- 
erete insiances of the performance by 
& newspaper of the duty above de- 
scribed, and the public benefit resulting 
Proceeding he said: 

“No wanton attack should 
made upon any man; the power of pub- 
licity to strike down should never be 
used for personal or selfish ends—never 
with animosity—never with malice—al- 
ways with justice—always with calm, 
careful judgment—always with a good 
public end in view. It is through pub- 
licliy of this kind effective for the bet- 
terment of society, that the press rises 
to its highest mission and achieves its 
noblest ends. Publicity is the dynamic 
force that moves and revolutionizes 
public society, it is the handmaid of 
justice, the torch of progress. 


Accuracy Essential, 


‘Now, a few words on the necessity 
of accuracy in the publjeation of news. 

say, without fear of contradiction, 
that the sole foundation of newspaper 
success is the reliability of news re- 
ports. Newspaper inaccuracy and unre- 
liability are the shortest steps to pu»- 
lic scorn and contempt. Everything else 
nust be sacrificed to accuracy. 

“From the standpoint of the public 
welfare there is nothing so essential as 
accurate news reports. The statement 
of facts by the press constitutes the 
basis of public judgment on _ public 
questions, If a vital fact be suppressed 
or distorted the public judgment is 
vitiated, .the people are deceived and 
misled. In a free country where the 
people are sovereign the distortion of 
news strikes at the. foundation of lib- 
erty and justice. Careleéssness on the 
part of pomamaper ss is a_ misde- 
meanor; persistent indifference to inac- 
curacy is a felony; and deliberate dis- 
tortion ef news is a capital crime. 


International Crisis Bridged. 


“But the nress not only promotes 
progress in civilization by printing news 
and facts, and thus acquainting nation 
with nation, men with men, proving 
their relationship and inter-dependence, 
but its news-gathering facilities may be 
utilized to bring to bear upon-a crisis 
which threatens the peace or the wel- 
fare of a nation or of the world. When 
the Venezuelan crisis was at its height 
and men talked excitedly of war be- 
tween England and the United States 
—a& war which would have been a mon- 
strous atrocitv—a great New York 
newspaper undertook to assure peace. 
It set its wires and correspondents to 
work, and within 24 hours the leaders 
of public opinion on. two continents 
voiced in. print their protests against 
wir and their appeals in favor of arbi- 
tration-and peace. An _ international 
peace council was held by telegraph. 
The war-cloud vanished before the light 
of penny: and the horror was avert- 
ect. 

“The liberty of the press {is a much 
misundersto$d and misused phrase. 
Iiberty under the law Is merely permis- 
sion to have a free press. But the press 
js not free unless it has the courage to 
utter the truth. There are influences 
far more powerful than the law to ham- 
per the freedom of the press.

A BIG LITTLE STATE. 

Between the Denmark of which the old King 
| Christian IX became ruler in 1863 and the Denmark 
of which his son Frederick VIII takes the 
there is a vast difference. At the very beginning of 
the reign King Christian saw himself stripped of 
half his realm by Prussia’s seizure of the duchies of 
Schleswig-Holstein and Lauenburg. Denmark profit- 
ed by the experience. ‘Ever since it has cultivated 
peace as the first.condition of its existence. 

Nature gave the tiny kingdom, which is less than 
twice as large as New Jersey, a dominant position 
at the mouth of the Baltic. Both Germany and 
Russia, with their ambitious schemes of\naval ex- 
pansion, have had good cause to covet the Danish 
coign of vantage. But the best defense of Denmark has 
been abstinence frdm world politics and consistent 
neutrality. While Germany has gone on burdening 
its people with exeessive taxes to build up a tre- 
mendous military machine, little Denmark’s army 
amounts to hardly*more than a police force. For 
each square mile of Germany, Kaiser Wilhelm has 
kept three soldiers under arms, to say nothing of a 
costly navy. For each square mile of Denmark 
King Christian had less than one soldier. 

Nowhere in Europe has agriculture been put on a 
more scientific basis than in the narrow peninsula. 
About two-thirds of the entire population live by 
farming. Danish butter is not only England's chief 
supply, it circumnavigates the globe in tin—125,- 
000,000 pounds are sent abroad every year. Care- 
ful and intelligent in his work, honest and thrifty in 
trade, the Danish farmer has carried suecess beyond 
all his rivals. 

It is a state too little studied by its bigger com- 
petitors. A people essentially democratic in spirit 
abolished its nobility half a century ago, while re- 
taining for convenience the forms. of a consfitutiona] 
monarchy. Education, but not military service, has 
long been universal and compulsory. The propor- 
tion of vassinited is small, as is that of pauperism.

When you have finished knead- 
ing, place the pan containing the dough 
against the wall, and step back about 
five paces. Take several heaping hand- 
fuls of dried currants and throw them 
with all“your might and main at the 
dough. Those that hit the dough will 
give it a freckled appearance—-hence its 
name. Place in a slow oven. If 
the currants miss fire, sweep them up 
and add while baking, as they give the 
dish a peculiar piquancy and zest.

Members of the M. A. C. Boxing Squad Are Anxious to Go to San Francisco and -Are Quite 
¢ 
Jealous of Attention Shown the Swimmers, but Athletic Director Bassett 


Says That the Mitt Men Would Scarce Win a Single 


“Glicks in der glub,”’ the betes noire 
of Chris Von der Ahe in his halcyon 
days seem to be numerous in the M. 
A. C., the splendid athletic organiza- 
tion which has its habitat on Fourth 
and Washington avenue. 

Just now two divisions 
club, the boxing and swimming, 
are at loggerheads, or, perhaps, more 
properly speaking, jealous of one an- 
other. 

The cause of the trouble, if it can be 
dignified by the name, is that the box- 
ing boys say the swimming squad is 
being petted and feted, while the box- 
ers are being snubbed and mistreated. 

It is all a question of going abroad 
to represent the club and themselves 
in Swimming and boxing events. 

Just at this moment the swimming 
squad is being prepared for a trip to New 
York to take part in swimming meet, 
which is, as the boxers say, an affair of 
comparatively inferior moment com- 
pared to the boxing championships of 
the Amateur Athletic Union, which 
means the national amateur boxing 
championship of the world. Not that 
the boxers want the swimmers kept 
away from New York. Not at all. But 
they want to know why, tf the swimmer 
can go to a small and not tmportant 
meet in New York why the boxers can- 
not go to a large and most important 
meet in San Francisco, where the 
championship of the world is at stake. 
The mittmen hold -tthat the swimmers 
had a try at the swimming champion- 
ships in New York last fall and that 
not one of them could get athird. As 
a boxer put it,.“If they’ were not 
swimming in water you could not see 
the St. Louis paddlers for the other 
fellows’ dust.” 

Now the boxers want to know what 
chance the swimmers have in February 
fone in September, 
and that in any event they have had

the boxing men are entitled by rotation 
and on merit to go. 


Say Swimmers Are Swells. 
This is not all. The men of the mittry 
say that the swimmers get the best of 
it because they are ‘swell guys,” aris- 


tocrats and college men, dudes, good 
“fronters’’ and possessors of pulls. 

The sluggers admit that they are for 
the most part, working men, sons of 
shop, forge and factory, not as well ed- 
ucated or financed as the swimmers 
and are consequently looked down upon 
and handed the hot end of the proposi- 
tion. 

‘Look here,’’ said a boxer, ‘‘these flop- 
pers are getting a lot of free advertis- 
ing and trips and do nothing. They 
had had two championships tn the last 
six months, one at Laughlin's Lake 
here and one at New York. They alsc 
have had inter city matches. We have 
not had a championship of any kind in 





two years and no inter club matches 
outside of St. Louis. 

‘We submit that while swimming is 
all very well, it by no means equals 
boxing as a subject of genera] interest. 
But it has been made to take preced- 
ence of all other sports. 

Orly One Good Man. 

“There is one, good swimmer in the 
club, Marquard Schwarz. OttoSchwarz 
is an average boy. All the others are 
lucky to keep from drowning. Dute 


Cabanne, who is 35 years old, and who: 


has been on the shelf for 12 years, 
has them all skinned at water polo. 

“They are talking of sending 11 
Swimmers to New York. The best 10 
of them. can do is to look at Schwarz 
Puddle for a second back of Daniels. 
Marg is a nice boy and a good swim- 
mer, but he has as much chance to 
beat Daniels as I have to trim Jet- 
fries.’’ 

“I have nothing to say about the 
matter,” said Boxing Instructor Sul- 
livan. “I am erely an _ instructor 
i Bassett is physical director.

“I wourd Iike to see the boys go to 
San Francisco. I think two or three 
of them would win. About fiVe men 
should go. However, I have,nothing 
to say. Cut me out. See Bassett.” 

The reporter saw Mr. Bassett, and this 
is what that gentleman said: 

“T do not think that the Missouri Ath- 
letic Club’s boxing team is good enough 
to send to San Francisco. Outside of 
O. L. Kirk, who has now left the city, 
what M. A. C. boxer is there that could 
stand a chance of winning? 

‘Frisco has turned out some of the 
best professionals and amateurs in the 
country in the last 10 years, whereas 
our boys are known simply from a local 
standpoint, and they would have to 
show better speed and class than they 
have thus far to make me believe them 
eligible for competition of this nature. 

“Take Gescheke, for instance. He is 
only a fair man, and, contrary to gen- 
eral opinion, is not a champion at the 


‘He would have to defeat Sauter to 
obtain the title of heavyweight or 158- 
pound champion, and it would be neces- 
sary for him to beat Hussman before he 
eould assume the 145-pound title. Ges- 
oheke was beaten right in our own club 
last June at the Western A. A. U. cham- 
pionshfps.

Asked if Grupp had filed application 
for a membership in the M. A. C., Mr. 
Rassett hesitated and pondered before 


answering: 

“TY will say this.”’ he finally said. ‘If 
Grupp obtains his rélease from the 
South Broadway Athletic Club and no 
ties Bind him to that organization I 
will be ready to talk over with him the 
matter of joining the M. A. C.”’ 


Teammates Must Not Meet. 


Asked about pitting the boxing mem- 
bers of the team against one another, 
Bassett said: 

“T will not have members of the hox- 
ing squad box one another, unless there 
is something at stake, such as a cham- 
pionship title or the question of repre- 
senting the M. A. C. in a dual or inter- 
city tournament; then the men wil] 
have to earn the honor. 

“About the question of sending the

Bassett on the Swimmers. 


“Admitting, then, Mr. Bassett, that 
the boxers are not a proved sort and 
the swimmers are, does not that fact 
demonstrate that there is better work 
being done for the swimming squad by 
their instructor than in any other 
branch of athletics in the M. A. C.?"' 

“It does not,’ said Mr. Bassett. 
“Sheldon was a developed man before 
he joined the M. A. C. When he won 
the world’s champion diving competti- 
tion at the World’s Fair he represent- 
ed Muegge’s Institute. Mark and Otto 
Schwarz, our best men, were good 
swimmers before they ever saw our! 
club, and to prove this assertion it is 
just necessary,to point to the fact that 
the Schwarz boys have three brothers, 
all of them little tads, who are remark- 
able swimmers at the present time. No, 
splendid work is being pe med in 
bringing out the talent o embers of 
the swimming team, but the fact that 
champions are being devel out of 
any kind of material in the swimming 
department {is nonsense.” 

“Mr. Bassett, your opinion of sending 
the boxing team to Francisco is 
that you do not consider the boxers 
good enough to go?” 

“Candidly, that is exactly my opin- 
ion,’’ said the M. A. C. athletic director.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—English rug-

Park, Brooklyn, yesterday. Incident- 
ally, the New Zealand team. an ag- 
gregation of champions, beat a picked 
team of New Yorkers by a score of 46 
to 138, afid gave the New York team 
six of their own members to make up 
a full quota of 16 toa side.

TO BUILD LEVEE 
ON EAST SIDE

Railroads to Undertake Work of 
Protecting City Against 
High Water, 


The receipt Friday 
of East St. Louis of contracts signed 
by officials of the Southern, Illinois 
Central and Terminal railways 
Sures the building of a ievee to pro- 
tect that city from floods. 

The contracts call for the construc- 
tion of a levee by the three railroad 
companies from the Broadway viaduct 
to the bluffs. It is to follow present 
rights of way and be surmounted by 
the tracks which are now on a lower 
levei. The work is to be done by the 
railroads, but the city is to pay 85 
per cent of the cost. 

The levee is to follow the bank of 
Cahokia Creek to Trendley avenue 
and the Terminal belt back of the Re- 
public Iron and Steel works, where 
it will strike the Southern belt and 
follow it north to the Illinois Central, 
and follow the right of way of that 
road to the bluffs. 

The levee is to be 18 feet wide on 
top and the slope is to be two feet in 
one. It is to be two feet higher than 
the high water mark of 1903. 

The city is now protected on the 
north and northwest by the Baltimore 
& Ohio and the Vandalia embank- 
ments. With the completion of the 
new levee from thé viaduct south, 
there will only remain the gap be- 
tween the viaduct and the Baltimore 
& Ohio embankment, a short distatice 
north of the Relay Depot. Mayor Cook 
says that the matter of building a 
levee across this gap will be taken 
up without delay.
